OF RED RUSSIA, 
SAYS THE SOVIET 


London, Jan. IO. 
Plans for an Ang­ 
lo - American - Franco - German agree­ 
ment to penetrate Russia, rebuild her 
industries, restore her crippled trans­ 
port system and rehabilitate her gen­ 
erally, will fail unless they are radi­ 
cally revised. 
The Russian view is that the “pene­ 
trating” countries have planned an at­ 
tractive wedding, provided a dashing 
bridegroom, but have failed even to 
seek the .necessary consent of the 
bride. 
Russia, the United Press learns au­ 
thoritatively, will not negotiate with a 
European consortium. If there is any 
negotiation by Russia, it will be with 
America in Washington, Great Britain 
in London, Germany in Berlin and 
France in Paris. 
There may be first, a general meet- : 
ing. 
It will have nothing directly lo 
do with penetrating Russia, however, 
but will deal with recognition of the 
Soviet government. 
'rite position of the Russians is that 
any sort of capital will be welcomed. 
Capital is essential to the former em­ 
pire, and Russia cannot be put upon 
lier feet without it. 
“But.” a Soviet trade journal said 
I 
today, “there will be no Chinafying of 
Russia. 
Certainly we want capital. 
And we can make propositions to capi­ 
talists that will assure our getting it. 
But we will get it as a world power 
should, from individual countries. 
"We do not want and are not going 
to have a combination of world pow­ 
ers exploiting Russia. The Soviet gov­ 
ernment has shown its stability. 
It 
has suffered the test of war and fam­ 
ine, and is stronger today than it ever 
was.

New York agent lias been reported 
knocked out by bad liquors since the 
Eighteenth A m endm ent went into ef­ 
fect, although several Boston agents, 
who did some work here early In the 
year, were soon incapacitated by the 
drinks they took for “evidence.” 
Izzy Eintein, heralded as the cham ­ 
pion “rum hound” in the Government 
service, was asked yesterday to ex­ 
plain why New York agents never suc­ 
cumb to bad liquor when others are 
being made ill, blinded or killed by 
poisonous concoctions. 
“T hat is easy,” said Eintein. 
"New 
York agents know good liquor when 
they smell it. 
They have a highly de­ 
veloped sense of smell as regards the 
arom a of anything intoxicating, and 
can detect the slightest foreign ele­ 
ment. Of course, these bootleggers are 
getting cleverer every day, and occa­ 
sionally wo run across a concoction 
that is alm ost odorless.
